Lunar eclipses occur when the 


moon is on the opposite side of 


through the earth's great cone- 
shaped shadow, cast by tlie sun, 
extending about 860,000 miles into 
space, 


The earth's shadow is not strong 


enough of course to' blot but the 
moon. But in t'ho total phase of 
the eclipse, the moon assumes a 
weird red color, caused by'bend- 
ing of the longer or red wave- 
lengths of sunlight as they pass 
through the earth's atmosphere,
